Aldus 
had, as he informs us in his Greek colophon above quoted, a number of ancient and 
trustworthy manuscripts on which he based the text of this edition. Didot quotes 
the original of part of this colophon but with a variation from the text of the present 
copy, which, as will be seen above, reads dvreypdpos, whereas Didot reads 
dutoypdpos. It is, however, exceedingly probable that this is an error, as Aldus is 
not likely to have thought that he possessed Plato’s original manuscripts, which the 
use of the word duréypagov would imply: whereas dyriypagorv simply means a 
transcription. The manuscripts used include several discovered at Mount Athos 
during his mission to Greece on behalf of Lorenzo de’ Medici for the purpose of 
rescuing Greek literary treasures. 3 


In the course of the Latin address to Leo X. we have a review of the geographical 
discoveries made during the past thirty years, including a reference to America which 
has escaped the attention of Harrisse. We give a translation of a portion of this 
passage : *‘ One cannot too highly praise the King of Portugal, the unconquerable 
Emmanuel, who for some years has searched out new lands and new kingdoms 
without intermission, aided by a powerful fleet, and, victorious over the peoples to 
whom he gives his laws, is happy to attain thus a celestial home. From Lisbon, 
where he embarked, he has successively traversed the signs of Cancer, of the equinox, 
and of Capricorn, and, when he approached the South Pole, changing his course, has 
passed again through the same signs, the equinox and Cancer, thus encircling the 
whole of Africa and a part of Asia. During his voyage of one hundred and forty times 
one hundred Roman miles, he visited the rich country of spices, named Calicut; then, 
leaving Ceylon on the right, he arrived at length at an island named Malacca, a 
fertile country, populous and rich in all sorts of merchandise. A bloody battle made 
him master of this country, whose people, coming to know Christian religion and 
conduct, hastened to be baptised.’’ After rejoicing at the spread of the Gospel in 
the East, he urges the Pope to send out missionaries to every corner of the earth— 
~ You may begin with the Indians, and also with OTHER RACES, DISCOVERED 
A FEW YEARS AGO IN THE ATLANTIC OCEAN BY THE SPANIARDS.”

The career of Franz Renner, of Heilbroun, a printer who did much fine work, 
falls into several well defined sections. In 1471 and 1472 he worked without partners, 
using a delicate Roman fount, although his output was entirely theological and 
scholastic. Very possibly his ventures failed to find a market for this reason; at any 
rate, by 1473 Renner is associated with Nicolaus of Frankfurt, whose share in the 
business is much more likely to have been financial than practical. Still devoting 
itself exclusively to the same class of literature, the new firm reverted at once to the 
more usual Gothic letter, and for about five years seems to have done fairly well. 
Then at some time in 1477, Petrus de Bartua, who is otherwise unknown, takes the 
place of Nicolaus in the colophons, about half a dozen editions being attributable to 
this partnership. Finally, in the course of 1478, Renner is once more at work on his 
own account with different types, venturing at first on a little geography and astro- 
nomy reprinted from Maler and Ratdolt’s editions with material discarded by them 
just previously, but soon goes back to theology and service books, at which he con- 
tinues, with apparent success, until 1483. During this period he habitually put his 
surname Renner into his colophons, whereas previously he had styled himself ‘‘ Fran- 
ciscus de Hailbrun ’’ only. By 20 May, 1487, he was back in Heilbronn, if he may be 
identified with the Franz Renner mentioned in an official document of that date. 
(M. von Rauch: Urkundenbuch d. Stadt Heilbronn, vol. 2, p. 181.) It is curious 
to note that Renner consistently omits to specify the month and day of the comple- 
tion of his books. The type, which measures 109 millimetres to the 20 lines, is 
apparently indistinguishable from that of Maler and Ratdolt, some of the initial letters 
and the Greek type are also identical. We do not know exactly under what cireum- 
stances Renner obtained possession of the Maler-Ratdolt material, and reprinted Maler- 
Ratdolt tracts; possibly Nicolaus of Frankfurt, who commissioned a breviary from 
Maler’s firm a little earlier in the same year (1478), forms a connecting link. (B.M.C. 
Incunabula, Vol. V., pp. xii., 190, 191). 

The author is variously named Dionysius Afer, Alexandrinus, and Periegetes : he 
wrote at the end of the third century in Greek hexameters, and drew most of his 
geography from Hrathosthenes.

actions, 1676. Newton had read the paper, and wrote to Oldenberg, the Secretary, «: 
letter in which he says that he felt that ‘‘ the fingers of many will itch to have knowr. 
ledge of the preparation of such a mercury; and for that end some may not be wanting: 
to move for the publishing of it, by urging the good it may do in the world. But, irs 
my simple judgment, the noble author, since he has thought fit to reveal himself se 
far, does prudently in being reserved in the rest ’’; Newton gave his reasons for doubt«. 
ing this theory for the transmutation of metals: he foreshadowed the ‘ immensex 
damage to the world ’’ that might come from proceeding further with it.’’ ‘‘ I questions 
not,’’ he says of Boyle’s experiments, ‘‘ but that the great wisdom of the noble author 
will sway him to silence till he may be resolved of what consequence they may be.’” 
It was because Boyle himself seemed ‘‘ desirous of the sense of others in this point ’” 
that Newton had been so free as to ‘‘ shoot my bolt.’’ Again in 1679 Newton wrotee 
from Cambridge to Boyle in London giving his views on the ether, solution, the atmo-» 
sphere, and the cause of gravity.

Peter Schoffer was originally a copyist and dealer in manuscripts in Paris. He 
married Fust’s daughter Christine, and became a partner in the new firm, taking 
charge of the printing department, while Fust looked after the publishing and book- 
selling. Fust appears to have died in 1467, and thence forward Schéffer conducted 
the business alone. As regards the technical side of the business, the type founding 
and printing, Schoffer shews considérable skill, but he was hampered in the publishing 
department by an insufficient knowledge of literature. (Vouliéme, Deutschen Drucker, 
pp. 106-109). 


This great compilation, known as the Decretals of Gregory IX., was originally 
published under the auspices of that Pope in 1234, and is considered a very important 
component of the body of Canon Law. (Biog. Univ., xviii., p. 402.) 


Pope Gregory IX. (Cardinal Ugolino) was Bishop of Ostia, and a native of Anagni. 
He succeeded Honorius III. in 1227. Soon after his election he insisted on Frederick 
II. of Germany engaging in a crusade, and, on his delay, immediately excommuni- 
cated him. The whole of this Pontiff’s rule was signalised by a struggle for supremacy 
between Frederick and the Ghibellines on the one side, and the Guelphs and the Pope 
on the other. (Thomas, Biog. Dict., p. 1079.)

In telling his customer that’ a damp cloth will not hurt the drawings on the back 
and covers, Hidwards does not explain why they are immune from damage. This 
suggests that his method of drawing under the vellum was, at the time, a secret. 


Bull and Walpole were close friends, the former having been interested in Wal- 
pole’s hobby, the Strawberry Hill Press. He collected a large number of books 
and other productions of the Press, but he evidently treasured this volume rather 
more highly than the rest, having commissioned Edwards to bind the book and 
decorate the back and fore-edge with views of Strawberry Hill.

M.A., 1584. ‘* Perkins is oppressed with the spectacle of human error; he sees that 
men have the instinct to worship some god, and that, in hours of great danger or 
superhuman effort, they turn for help to some higher power. But the true God has 
placed a limit to the knowledge and power of men, and many ambitious mortals are 
blind to these restrictions and endeavour the goal of ordinance. When an author has_ 
taken this condemnatory view of men’s struggle for knowledge and power, he could | 
hardly refuse to believe that the devil was ready to help them. So he follows the 
example of King James, describing Satan’s well-organised kingdom, and the illusory * 
signs and wonders he works for those in his service. But, though he iollows his pre- 
decessors by demanding the sentence of death against those convicted, he is one of 
the first to discountenance the old-fashioned tests by hot iron, water or scratching, 
and to urge the necessity of carefully sifting circumstantial evidence.’’ (Cambridge 
History of English Literature, vii. pp. 372-378).

This example agrees exactly with Mr. Campbell Dodgson’s description, both as 
regards engraving and colouring. 

Copies of this print occur with text on the back: these should be avoided as they 
are really woodcuts cut out books (not identified) and therefore cannot be regarded as 
bookplates. In the present example the back is plain. 

All we know about Hildebrand Brandenburg seems to be derived from an inscrip- 
tion in a book which also bears a copy of the bookplate and now rests in the British 
Museum. The book, which once belonged to the Buxheim Monastery of the Car- 
thusian Order, is entitled: Prima pars Summae Anthonini. The inscription may be 
translated: *‘ This book belongs to the Carthusian Monastery at Buxheim, near 
Memmingen, and was presented by our Brother, Hildebrand Brandenburg, of Bibrach. 

Pray for him and for the souls for whom he has desired masses.’’

Viollet Le Duc’s copy had 
been washed and repaired. 

An allegorical composition, partly in verse and partly in prose, in which the 
symbolism is derived from the hunting field.

The ‘* Ante nouvel de salut ’’ is an eulogy of the Virgin Mary tc commemorate a 
pilgrimage to the shrine of Notre Dame de Boulogne, near Paris. 


Very little is known about the author of this volume. 


Michel Le Noir, bookseller and printer, started in business in 1489, and was 
buried at Saint Benoit, September 29, 1520: less than a month after the publication 
of this volume. He had three addresses, of which this volume naturally bears the 
last: ** Rue Saint Jacques, a l’enseigne de la Rose Blanche Couronnée,** which house 
~~ he bought April 27, 1506. He married Jeanne Trepperel, who gave him two sons, 
_ Philippe, who was a printer, bookseller, and binder in Paris from 1520 to 1541, and 
Jean, who is probably identical with Jean Le Noir, the bookseller. Le Noir’s wife 
teok over his business after his death. (Renouard: Imprimeurs Parisiens, p, 283).
